Communism "holds that war 
Is Inevitable,” Mr. Truman told 
massed thousands in the Capitol 
plaza immediately after taking 
his oath of office for a four-year 
term.

“The staff officer who 
can do the best Job is tile one who 
knows the American people, their 
way of doing things, and their atti­ 
tudes.
